TIMELY  HINTS  ON  THE  GROWING  OF  DAHLIAS 

Plant  in  an  open  sunny  location  if  possible.  Prepare 
the  soil  by  deep  digging,  at  the  same  time  working  in  a 
quantity  of  well  rotted  manure. 

Do  not  water  when  planting  the  tuber  or  tubers. 
Neither  should  they  be  planted  in  wet  soil. 

Lay  the  tuber  flat  on  its  side  and  cover  with  four 
or  five  inches  of  soil.  When  the  plant  shows  above  the 
surface,  start  cultivating  and  continue  each  week  there¬ 
after.  This  permits  maximum  growth  and  the  loose  soil 
forms  a  mulch  which  helps  to  keep  moisture  in.  Tubers 
should  be  planted  at  least  three  feet  apart  each  way. 

In  about  six  weeks  make  a  light  application  of  well 
rotted  stable  or  cow  manure  or,  a  good  commercial  ferti¬ 
lizer  such  as,  Sacco,  Vigoro,  or  Loma,  being  very  careful 
not  to  allow  it  to  come  into  contact  with  the  plant. 

Water  then  may  be  applied  each  week  or  ten  days  but 
water  thoroughly,  otherwise  the  small  feeder  roots  will 
grow  to  the  surface  with  results  which  would  possibly  be 
disappointing  by  poor  flowers.  After  each  watering,  the 
soil  should  be  worked  as  soon  as  it  is  in  condition. 

When  the  plants  show  buds  keep  all  off  except  the 
center  one  (of  each  branch).  There  are  usually  three 
buds  at  the  tip  of  each  branch.  Pinch  out  the  two  side 
buds  and  also  the  side  branches  or  laterals  for  two  or 
three  pairs  of  leaves  down.  This  will  result  in  very  nice 
stems  and  give  you  larger  blooms. 

Keep  all  withered  flowers  cut  off  the  plant  and  you 
should  have  plenty  of  blooming  season. 

After  frost  kills  the  plant  cut  off  four  or  five 
inches  above  surface.  Dig  very  carefully  to  avoid  break¬ 
ing  the  necks  of  the  tubers  for  a  tuber  with  a  broken 
neck  is  worthless.  Store  the  clumps  in  a  frost  proof 
cellar  packed  in  dry  sand  or  moss,  or  cover  well  with  old 
newspapers  to  prevent  shriveling  and  drying  out. 

In  the  spring  the  clumps  should  be  divided  with  one 
or  two  eyes  showing  on  each  crown.  The  eyes  will  be 
found  on  the  old  stalk,  so  be  sure  to  leave  part  of  it  on 
the  divisions.
